“ It was a heavy monument,” 
the officer said, “it probably took 
four or five kids to push it over 
like it is.” The monument was 
connected to the base by a nine 
inch pipe which is set into the 
base. The top of the monument 
was pushed until the pipe bent. 
The monument cites a local 
horse, Blue Bull, who sired some 
of the greatest record holding 
horses in sulky racing.

“I 
would stand at the window and 
see my cousin who came to take 
care of us, Gene and our two 
children go off to Sunday School 
and Church,” remembers Mrs. 
Bailey. “How it hurt not to be 
able to take care of my family! I 
had faith. I was eight years in 
coming back, but God healed my 
h e a rt!” E ver since, Minnie 
Bailey has given 
herself to 
helping others. “I came up in a 
very humble way,” she tells. “I 
needed help so many times. My 
greatest desire was to be loved. I 
have realized the love of my 
husband and children, but still 
there's something within that 
compels me to go out and find 
those without love. Migrants who 
come to the area each year to 
plant and harvest tom atoes, 
wounded veterans, young people 
on drugs, Girl Scouts”—these are 
some of the recipients of her 
never-ending concern. More

County, ASCS and the Federal

Office 
(FEO ) 
will 
operate a triple-decker back-up 
system for farmers with fuel 
problem s which 
cannot 
be 
resolved through procedures 
already available. 
The first 
back-up 
solves 
problems^ quickly and simply. 
When a farm er comes to the 
office and reports th at his 
distributor cannot supply fuel, 
ASCS will attempt to locate a fuel 
source. 
"We will use the second back­ 
up only when we cannot locate 
fuel locally," Mr. Whaley stated. 
"In back-up two, ASCS will 
contact either the State energy 
office or the regional FEO in 
Chicago. The determination of 
which office will be contacted is 
dependent upon the type of 
problem and where it can best be 
resolved. The office contacted 
will then aid in obtaining the 
necessary fuel for agricultural 
production. FEO has set-up 
special phone numbers at its 
regional offices for use in solving 
agricultural fuel problems."

provides quick communications 
with FEO through 'the National 
office.

Many Hoosier nimrods pack 
their bags fishing rods and min- 
row buckets each year and 
head for the soothing wilderness 
of the north lands—Northern Min­ 
nesota, Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Canada. But th ere’s an item 
too many hopeful anglers leave 
behind. 
That’s that good ‘ol pork rind 
and doll fly—known as either the 
jig and eel or fly and rind 
when used in combination. 
Most northern fishing involves 
bottom fishing on rocky points, 
banks and channels, and those 
are the exact conditions where 
the jig and eel work best. 
There’s little doubt that a good 
live bait angler can out-produce 
the jig and eel man under aver­ 
age circumstances, but there are 
times wrhen the pork rind cast­ 
er can match or exceed the 
minnow man. 
Firstly, it’s tough to fish bot­ 
tom with live bait unless you 
keep a constant feel of the line. 
A slip bobber may be employ­ 
ed, but then all feel is lost and 
those tappers are never de­ 
tected. 
Falling Bail Works 
It’s when those light tappers 
are on the move and when fish 
strike baits falling toward bot­ 
tom that the jib and eel pro­ 
duces best. 
While this bait gets hung more 
easily than others, there’s no 
need for that to happen when 
fishing the rocks. Just make 


your cast and take up the slack 
line. Watch the line until its 
suddenly goes slack again. 
Immediately pop your rod tip 
upward while again taking up 
the slack with a couple of quick 
cranks on the reel, 
Don’t reel the lure in, but let 
it drop again. Repeat until 
you’ve fished the bait to beneath 
your boat. 
Many times, a small mouth or 
walleye will snatch the falling 
bait with only the slightest twitch 
of the line. For that reason, it’s 
advisable to either keep your 
finger on the line at all times 
or a constant vigil on your fish­ 
ing line to detect those light 
strikes. 
Since line-watching is a vital 
part of jig and eel fishing, it’s 
best to use one of the more 
visible lines—either a golden- 
covered or fluorscent type mo­ 
nofilament. 
While the jig and eel can 
be a good bait in all kinds of 
water, it is ideally, suited for 
the clear northern waters. Since 
the water is so clear, best re­ 
sults will be achieved with small­ 
er jibs. The one-eighth ounce 
jibs are best, but if you don’t 
have 'the patience required to 
wait out a long fall to bottom, 
try a heavier jib. 


Light Line Favored 
A light line is also advisable. 
Ten-pound test monofilament is 
about the heaviest line that 
should be employed in the north- 
lands, and six or eight-pound 


test is even better. Four-pound 
test is almost too light for a 
fiesty small mouth or big wall­ 
eye. The lighter lines have less 
water drag and disallow the fall­ 
ing bait to reach bottom more 
quickly. 
Take a selection of covers and 
be sure to pack black in both 
pork rind and jibs. I prefer the 
marabou feather jibs but the 
ones tied with hair are .also pro­ 
ductive. 
The L-3 Pedigo eels are good 
for northern fishing, and they 
can be cut into any* number of 
smaller eels if you find the fish 
striking short or avoiding 'the 
longer pork trailer. 


Remember to try a variety of 
color com binations—white on 
black, black on white, black 
and yellow and so forth. Some­ 
times a smallmouth will disdain 
a white eel with black jib, but 
inhale the black eel with, white 
jib. Experimentation when the 
fishing gets tough can be pro­ 
ductive. 


Some anglers will say the pas- 
tic worm will produce like re­ 
sults, but one of the country's 
top smallmouth anglers, Billy 
Westmoreland, of Cetina, Tenn., 
has found smallmouth will take 
the jig and pork rind much 
more readily than the plastic 
worm. 


So, before closing your tackle 
box for your trip to the north, 
toss in a few jars of pork and 
a handful of jibs. You won’t bo 
sorry.

If any householders get the idea they can 
put in a storage tank, they should be aware 
that the state has stringent rules in that 
respect. Any such projects must have the 
approval of both state and local fire officials. 
These rules apply to all flammable liquids, 
including gasoline. 
There always are hoarders not satisfied to 
get along with whatever supplies of whatever 
commodity are available to the public during 
a time of shortages or emergencies. 
But gasoline is one of the most dangerous of 
commodities. If a person wants to stock up on 
canned goods, soap, or what have you, it’s 
pretty much up to what his own conscience 
will tolerate. 
But when stockpiling gets into the subject 
of gasoline, the safety of many persons is 
imperiled.
